School Report. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hudson: 


The fourteenth annual report of the School Board is here- 
with submitted. 

In reviewing the present condition of our schools and the 
work accomplished your board feel justified in saying that for 
the most part the year has been a prosperous one. We would 
not claim that it has been more so than preceding years or as 
successful as it might have been with a larger expenditure, but 
for the amount of money expended we have had adequate re- 
turns. 

A good education is the birthright of every American child 
and it is the duty and interest of every city and town to pro- 
vide as good schools as can possibly be afforded. 

We want and should have good schools in Hudson, kept at 
as small an outlay as possible consistent with good and effec- 
tive work. Such we-believe is the desire of the citizens and 
such has been the aim and purpose of your board to furnish. 

By reducing the number of teachers and the expense of 
carrying in some instances we have been able to provide thirty 
weeks for each school, and have left over a respectable balance 
of school money as shown by the treasurer’s report. 

There has not always been an unanimity of view in your 
board during the year in regard to the policy that should be 
pursued in certain instances, but no adverse opinion has been 
held with such tenacity as to cause any rupture of the har- 
monious relations so essential to the carrying on of successful 
school work. 

The matter of the number of teachers that should be pro- 
vided for the Webster school was early a subject for diversity 
of opinion. Under the efficient management of the late prin- 
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cipal, Mr. Newcomb, the work was there successfully carried 
on for the year with but one assistant. The exact status of 
this school seems to be,or as held by the minority of your 
board, that there is a superabundance of labor, if properly 
performed, for two teachers while three high-priced teachers 
might be considered as not essential. Particularly does the 
necessity fora larger corps of teachers for this school’ seem 
more apparent now that we have lost the services of its be- 
loved principal. 

In connection with this matter is to be noted by a reference 
to the membership and attendance tables that the average at- 
tendance at the ‘*Limit” or No. 2 school has been exceedingly 
small, many days during the last term the teacher being in 
attendance with only two or three scholars. Where this con- 
dition has been found to exist it has been greatly regretted that 
there should be a desire to continue this school when the 
teacher’s assistance might have been so helpful at the Web- 
ster school and and the ready means of transportation of the 
children of the section so near at hand. 

The majority of your board recommend that the Webster 
building be finished at once, that a third room be fur-- 
nished and opened, not only for the better adjustment and 
classification of. the labor of that school but that the children 
of the No. 2 section may there be accomodated to receive the 
benefits of better classified work. Your board are also’ 
strong in their feeling that the policy of further con- 
solidation of our schools where possible and practicable 
should be followed. As has been set forth many times by 
members of this board and by members of past boards, small 
schools are unprofitable. ‘*‘A teacher may be truly faithful 
in his or her work but the scholars being few there is nothing 
to excite enthusiasm (in many instances one child composes 
the class) and the work doubtless becomes to them drudgery, 
dissatisfaction ensues, dull eyes, listless behavior, an ‘I don’t 
care’ manner prevails, they have no interest, and after carry- 
ing their complaints to the parents are often withdrawn from 
the school the fact being published far and near that the school 
does not amount to anything.” ‘*The registers tell the story.” 
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The registers of the Nos. 9 and 2 schools for the past season tell 
the story although the teachers in both schools have been 
capable and efficient. 

Your board most sincerely believe it would be for the best 
interest of the children in Nos. 9,3 and 2 districts if these 
schools could be consolidated with the Webster and Smith 
schools. 

The work of grading the two last named schools can then 
be conducted to better advantage and with increased benefit to 
all. The problem of transportation is of course a serious one 
and it might prove particularly so in regard to the No. 9 dis- 
trict, but with care in the selection of a competent party, pro- 
vided with a suitable covered vehicle and a plentiful supply of 
blankets and robes for stormy and cold weather your board 
believes the children from this section might be transported to 
one of our graded schools without great discomfort or danger 
to health. At least, we are of the opinion, it would be a good 
plan to give the matter a trial for a season until it is 
proved impracticable. In this connection it is to be noted 
that the children living in the section known as the No. 7 dis- 
trict have thus far since the erection of the Smith building 
been carried to that school without serious complaint or disad- 
vantage, and it is to be noted that the only record of perfect 
attendance for the year, as shown in another part of this re- 
port, was made by a scholar residing in the most remote part 
of what was formerly the No. 7 district. 

It is not the purpose of your board, however, to force these 
matters upon the citizens, as we fully realize we are but the 
servants of the people and only make these recommendations 
in the interest of what we believe will be for the greatest good 
and for the best interest of our schools. 

TEACHERS. 

However favorable may be other conditions good teachers 
are essential. Our teachers for the year have for the most part 
given good satisfaction. 

None feel more deeply or realize more fully than your 
board, the great loss the district has suffered in the untimely 
death of the late principal of the Webster school, Mr. Fred 
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H Newcomb. We had watched him grow from a happy 
boyhood to a noble manhood and during the whole of the time 
and for the last few years especially held an intimate relation- 
ship of business and friendship the pleasant remembrance of 
which will ever be of the choicest and dearest. A born 
teacher, a true friend, an upright citizen. Always faithful, 
kind and deeply interested in the welfare of each and every 
one of his pupils; they loved him and fully realize their loss. 
With a mind appreciative to all the beauties of this life 
and with a heart attuned to the great Christ heart he was to 
‘his school a most worthy example and teacher. His conduct 
was upright, his language always chaste and pure, and he ever 
insisted upon those little habits of neataess and good order 
which make for the truly refined and cultivated life. His 
mind was richly stored with gems gathered in the many hours, 
spent with the great minds and hearts who live in verse and 
story, in works of science and art, and also in the study of his 
Father’s glorious world. 

The pupils who came under his charge soon came to drink 
at the same fountain and love what he loved. Long will the 
pleasant visits we have had to his orderly school room and the 
pleasure of listening to the energetic recitations by his pupils 
of the good things he taught them live in our memory. His 
power to bring out and develop what was best in his pupils 
was marvelous. He was self-controlled, thorough, and ever 
faithful. His committee always knew the work was being 
well done. He taught not for gold alone but his heart was in 
his work. Up to last winter term when he was detained at 
home a few days by his first sickness he had the grand record 
of not having been absent from his school duties, either as 
scholar or teacher for thirteen years. He was faithful to the 
‘last. His Father had greater work for him to perform and as 
the day drew to a close on the last day of the term and on the 
last day of the school year He called him home to meet the 
loved ones gone before. _ the task of filling his position will 
indeed be most difficult. May the deep interest he showed in 
the lives of the young and the example of his worthy life in 
every way be an inspiration for us, 
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Although a young teacher and with a large number of pu- 
pils under her immediate charge, as shown by the attendance 
table, Miss Gertrude Saunders as the only assistant of the 
Webster school rendered most satisfactory service, throwing a 
great amount of energy and life into her work. 

The first term of No. 9 school was taught by Miss Minnie 
Marshall in her usual proficient and faithful manner. Upon 
the transfer of Miss Marshall to the No. 2 school we were for- 
tunate in securing the services of Miss Ethel Richardson of 
West Windham for the No. 9 school. Although it wes Miss 
Richardson’s first experience in teaching it was at once mani- 
fest that she was well prepared for her work and has in her 
make-up the elements for a teacher. 

Miss Mary Lenehan as teacher for the year in charge of the 
Smith primary school rendered the same satisfaction as she 
has done heretofore in her long service for the district. 

In the Smith grammar school we were unfortunate in the 
frequent change of teachers, although the service rendered by 
the three different teachers were in the main satisfactory to your 
board. 

Miss Ida Marshall taught acceptably the seven weeks of 
school at the No. 3 house, provided with the special fund of 
that district, as likewise did Miss Groves the spring term of 
the No. 2 school. 

It should be the duty and purpose of parents to stand by the 
teachers, not to listen to every heresay report in circulation, 
and not give too great weight to reports children may carry 
to them as to the conduct of the school. Pupils are quite apt 
to like at first those teachers who allow them to make an easy 
matter of their tasks, and it not often happens that when the 
pupils begin to complain it is only an indication that ae 
teacher is trying faithfully to do her full duty. 


SCHOLARS. 


The pupils in our schools are of a class, for the most part, 
of whom all parents and citizens may well be proud. Aswas 
the case last season they have with few exceptions showed 
cheerful obedience and your board have had little occasion to 
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supplement the authority of the teachers. Good order and 

discipline, enforced in a cheerful and kindly spirit are essential 

for good work and this we encourage our teachers to maintain. 
ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance during the past term has been not a little 
interupted on account of the exceptionally sickly season, but 
for the first two terms there was the average enrollment. 
Parents should do all in their power to encourage punctuality 
and regularity in attendance. We fear many parents permit 
their children to discontinue school at too early an age. In 
former days it was the custom for boys and girls to attend 
our schools until they were 18 and 19 years of age; now 16 
and 16 seems to be the limit. As we are now equipped with 
our new buildings and better grading it should be no limita- 
tion for boys and girls of quite advanced age to attend our 
school. 

Many take their children out of school for labor two or 
three days at a time little realizing that they are thus 
interrupting the class work of the child and the school. This 
is wrong. 

We can not refer to this matter of enconraging attendance 
in any better language than that used in a neighboring town 
report of recent date: ‘‘Remember we are responsible for 
our children’s future to a very great extent and a time is com- 
ing when we shall have to account to ourselves for our sins of 
omission as well as commission in their training.” ‘It is 
every man’s moral and religious duty to place every proper 
means before his children to further their education and ad- 
vancement in life, and keeping them from school, unless for 
good reasons, is one of the greatest injuries he can do them.” 


REPAIRS AND EXPENSE. 


The members of your board have spared no pains in doing 
what in their judgment was for the health and comfort of the 
young lives entrusted to their care. 

The need of a change in the sanitary conditions of the 
Smith building had for some time been apparent. By a fur- 
ther generous grant of land by the donor of the original lot, 
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Dr. D. O. Smith, the change was made possible. The ex- 
pense was slightly larger than was at first anticipated which 
together with other outlays for repairs during the year, ren- 
dered the small overdraw of $30.33, as shown by the treasur- 
er’s account, necessary. We believe the change was impera- 
tive, however, and for which the parents sending children to 
the Smith school will be truly grateful. 

At the Webster building a furnace, as provided for at the 
last meeting of the district, was put in, which after being 

' properly adjusted to meet the work required of it gave good 
satisfaction. Not so much was expended for books and sup- 
plies as last season, as a number of changes were then made, 
and no further change, for the present at least, seems neces- 
sary. 

In conclusion allow us to say that in meeting the many 
trials and difficulties that a position on a board of education 
seems Sure to entail we have tried to do our full duty and are 
truly grateful to any who have rendered co-operation and as- 
sistance.
